it is more in line with the way we 
fought 
the 
war 
— 
kinda 
half­ 
heartedly. 
It is our fondest hope that indeed 
this war that has sapped so much out 
of this country has come to an end 
It will take someone much sm arter 
than we are to judge whether or not 
we should have ever gotten involved 
over there sn the first place and we 
may 
have 
to 
wait 
for 
further 
historians to decide this question. 
But one thing we feel sure about is 
the lesson we should have learned 
from this long drawn out mess. As a 
nation we should never get involved in 
another “ w ar,” “ police action 
or 
what ever you want to call it without 
going in with one thing in mind 
win 
and get it over with. Unlike the 
orientals, we are not the type of 
people that have the patience to stay 
with Something like this year after 
year. 


About the same time that we were 
rejoicing over the end of the conflict 
in 
Vietnam 
last 
week 
we 
were 
mourning 
the 
loss 
of 
our 
only 
remaining former president, Lyndon 
Johnson. 
As with all great men, and whether 
you liked the man or not you had to 
rate him as being a great man, the 
former president will likely grow in 
stature with the passing of time. 
Because he was the type that made 
things happen and got things done, he 
had his enemies both, across the 
nation and even here in his native 
state. But even before his death he 
seemed to be gaining in recognition
